RECTOR BUILDING 


Name Cate Made Famous 
to Be Taken Down. 


BY AL CHASE. 

Rector’s—a name associated with 
Chicago’s gastronomic history for 
many years—at last is to disappear 
even from the name plate of the four- 
teen story building at the. southeast 
corner of Clark and Monroe 
which until a few years ago housed 
Chicago’s best known restaurant. 

The Chicago Trust company has pur- 
chased the leasehold and building from 
the Lehmann estate for a reported 
price of $1,000,000. As soon as the pres- 
ent tenant of the banking space, the 
federal reserve bank, moves to new 
quarters at La Salle street and Jack- 
son boulevard the Chicago Trust com- 
pany, formerly known as the Chicago 
Savings Bank and Trust company, 
which has been at the southwest cor- 
ner of State and Madison streets for 
many years, will move over from the 
shopping into the financial district. 

Site of Famous Café. 

Long before the present Rector 

building was built Charles Rector es- | 


the old structure at the same corner. 
It achieved fame among epicures 
throughout the country. A few years 
after the Rector building was erected 
in 1903 and the new Rector’s café 
opened in the basement, Mr. Rector 
invaded Manhattan with both café and 
hotel. 

Later on he sold the Chicago Rector 
building to the Lehmann estate and the, 
restaurant “to. Stumer, Rosenthal 
Eckstein, restaurateurs, 
publishers, ¢tc., who continued it as 
Rector’s. A short time before its de- 
mise the café was known as the Res- 
taurant Royale. [t has been vacant 
since early last year. Rector paid 


$3,000 a year rental; $14,000 is now).

The 
Interallied naval control commission, 
consisting of forty officers and numer- 
ous assistants, find difficulty despite 
repeated thorough inspections in point- 
ing out a single infraction or evasion 
of the provisions of the treaty in the 
German navy.

With the arrival of Mannerheim the 
soviets became anxious about the pol- 
icy of the Finnish government, espe- 
cially since the general recently was in 
Warsaw, where he was in consultation 
with Polish leaders.

Case Stirs Oak Park. 


Dr. A. C. Rasmussen of 3046 Logan 
boulevard was arrested yesterday by 
the Oak Park police on complaint of 
Dr. Frank 8S. Needham, health commis- 
sioner of the western suburb, for vio- 
lation of the law requiring him to re- 
port contagious diseases. He was re- 
leased in $1,200 bonds to appear tomor- 
row afternoon before Police Magistrate 
W. Stevens Lewis. 

Dr. Rasmussen is charged with fail- 
ure to réport the illneds of Ellen Soreén- 
son of 900 North Taylor avenue, Oak 
Park, 5 year old daughter of Alfred 
Sorenson, manager of the Bronson 
Furniture company. The girl was 
stricken with scarlet fever in the latter 
part of February and her older sister, 
June, continued to attend the Oak Park 


school. 
Discovered by Nurse. 

A school nurse visited the Sorenson 
home and reported the illness to Dr. 
Needham, who went to the house with 
Ear! Casper, his assistant. The Soren- 
sons, who are said to be Christian Sci- 
entists, refused to let them enter. 

The health commissioner visited the 
home the next day, and was greeted 
by a lawyer employed by the family. 
He protested against a quarantine, 
and it was not until Dr. Needham 
threatened to have Sorenson arrested 
that a quarantine card was hung up. 

Later the family called in Dr. Ras- 
mussen and a nurse. The child died 
on March 2. 

Doctor Explains Case. 

“I did not report the case because 
I thought it was not necessary as long 
as the health authorities had been 
there,” said Dr. Rasmussen last night. 
“In Chicago we are allowed forty-eight 
hours to diagnose a case, and 1! 
‘thought it was the same fn Oak Park. 
I was not sure it was scarlet fever, 
but I so stated in the death certificate 
I gave to the undertaker.”
